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All of these may have been heirs. On August 19, 1756, Christian, John and Henry Bingaman had been GENEALOGY COLLECTICN 
added to the tithables. By March 28, 1770, Christian Bingaman may have been on the long journey to the 
banks of the Mississippi in West Florida for as defendant in a suit by John Anderson, he is reported as 
being “no inhabitant” of Augusta County. (Chalk. I 74,160; III 42,76.) Christian Bingaman petitions and 
receives a warrant for 600 acres in the Natchez District, 6 Nov. 1776, and on Oct. 11, 1777 he pays 

‘the fees for his grant. (E (24) W. Fla.) This land was on the south fork of Boyd’s Cr., 14 miles east of 
Natchez. (MPA-ED 245)

John Bradley was presented, asking for a grant of 1000 acres on the Mississippi where vacant. This 
was granted with the location unspecified. The next petition was that of David Williams for 1000 acres 
on the Mississippi adjoining lands of John Bradley, and was also granted. Bradley’s tract was surveyed 
5 Feb. 1768 as being 44 miles south of Fort Panmure and 4 miles from the River, bounded by Daniel 
Clark on the west and Servil Lafleur on the east. The patent was issued 22 July 1769 and signed by 
Gov. Montfort Browne. (Howard 85; MPA-ED 90)

Benjamin, Joseph, Harry, Catherine and Sarah dley, whose petition for 5000 acres on River Mis- 
sissippi where vacant was presented the Council at cola, 16 Aug. 1768, were no doubt the “heirs of 
John Bradley” who received a grant of 4,146 aur hex, but these claimants were classed as 
non-residents, against whom the case desided in favor of the settlers who had inhabited, cultivated 
and improved the land, when all such claims came up before the U.S. Congress for consideration. (ASP- 
PL II 893.) 

A Thaddeus Bradley had a militia Gonation in St. Clair County, Northwest Territory, now Illinois, by 
an Act of 3rd March 1791. This and two other tracts were claimed by his heirs through Susannah Brad- 
ley. He may well have been the Thaddeus Bradley who came to the Natchez District with the Lymans in 

~£773. There was much intercourse between the people of “the Illinois” and those of “the Natchez”. 
(Howard 92, ASP-PL II 235-7.)

Oliver Allen 2/8/1821; d. 3/25/1858 Walton County) was an 
Indian fighter, a veteran of the War of 1812, and a Baptist. Both 
he and his wife are buried in the Bradley Cemetery near Campton. 

Susannah (b. 8/4/1802 North Carolina; m. Ist William B. 
Allen, 2nd Thomas Bradley; d. 8/12/1885 Walton County) was 
the daughter of Elijah (b. 1781 Virginia; d. 1854 Jackson County) 
and Mary Wise Oliver (b. 1779 North Carolina) . She was some- 
times called Susan. Her first husband, whom she married April 
24, 1817, died March 15, 1819, leaving her with one child, Wil- 
liam. Immediately after their marriage, Thomas and Susannah 
Bradley lived in Clarke County, but constructed the original 
Bradley home in Walton and moved there in March 1822. 

Their children, all of whom were born in Walton County, 
were (1) Mary A. E. R. (b. 12/24/1822; m. Madison Jamison 
12/16/1838) (2) Sara J. (b. 83/2/1825; m. F. Hale 12/6/1841) ; 
(3) Francis Marion (b. 11/7/1827; m. Stiry Camp 4/29/1851; 
d. 1/19/1863 Virginia) ; (4) Amanda T. (b. 2/8/1830; m. James 
F. Breedlove 2/25/1847; d. 1915 or 1916); (5) Susan A. (b. 11/ 
21/1831; m. John F. Robertson 2/12/1852); (6) Nancy E. (b. 
7/31/1833; m. Augustus Smith 1/29/1852); (7) Eliza F. (b. 
7/27/1835; m. J. J. N. Kennedy); (8) Elijah O. (b. 8/5/1837; 
d. 1/6/1839) ; (9) Thomas J. (b. 11/8/1839; m. Sara Beall 1/2/ 
1859; d. 7/2/1863 Gettysburg); (10) James M. (b. 4/23/1845; 
m. Mary Lochlin 9/19/1865; d. 7/17/1909) . 
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F. and Sara J. Bradley Hale’s children were William, Robert, 
John, James, and Lucy. Those of Francis Marion and Stiry Camp 
Bradley were Amanda J. (d. young), Mary (b. 1854), and 
Thomas Russell (b. 9/1857; m. Angie R. Flanigan; d. 9/1898). 
James F. and Amanda T. Bradley Breedlove became parents of 
Amanda, Susan, Joel, Thomas, James, John, George, and Luticia. 
J. J. N. and Eliza F. Bradley Kennedy’s children were Susan and 
Joseph. James M. and Mary Lochlin Bradley were parents of 
Oscar, Mollie, Sallie, Samuel, Thomas, James, and Rhodel. 

Elijah O., son of Thomas and Susannah Bradley, lived only 17 
months and was probably the first member of the family buried 
in the Bradley Cemetery. His grave is between that of his father 
and his brother Francis Marion. The latter enlisted for Confed- 
erate service August 18, 1861. He served as a junior lieutenant 
and died of measles and exposure in camp near Fredericksburg. 
His younger brother James M., just released in a prisoner of war 
exchange and recovering from wounds, accompanied Francis M.’s 
body home. James had been captured in the battle of Malvern 
‘Hill. Their brother Thomas J. enlisted in the Confederate army 
July 17, 1861, and was killed at Gettysburg. He is buried there. 

Thomas Bradley, the father, owned 660 acres of good farm land 
surrounding the home site near Campton in 1852. He treated his 
slaves well, and long after they were freed they returned to be 
buried in the Bradley Cemetery. Twenty-three are mentioned by 
name in the appraisal of his estate after his death. Among his 
‘personal property noted by the appraisers were nine feather beds 
and steads, a rifle gun and shot bag, two spinning wheels, 16 head 
of sheep, a lot of books, two side saddles, and 21 pieces of bed 
clothing. In a sale of the property, the Negroes alone brought 
$17,672.89. Thomas and Susannah’s son James M. bought the 
homie and land. He built a new home on the family property 
only a short distance from the original home and took his mother 
to live with him and his family until her death at 83.

Briscoe 


Since Walton County’s very beginning, the Briscoe family has 
been closely identified with her history. Research here and abroad 
by Dr. DeWitt Briscoe of Monroe revealed an interesting lineage, 
including an ancestor who went to England with William the 
Conqueror. 

From this progenitor, according to Dr. Briscoe, the line flows 
through (1) Robert Brisko of Brisko in the County of Cumber- 
land, England; (2) Allan; (3) Gordon; (4) Robert; (5) sold 
of Crofton Manor, who married Margaret Crofton, daughter of 
Sir John Crofton; (6) Christopher of Crofton Manor; (7) Robert 
of Crofton, who married Isabel Dikes, daughter of William Dikes 
of Warthall, Cumberland; (8) Robert of Crofton, who married 
Katherine Skelton, daughter of Clement Skelton of Pettrell Wray; 
(9) John; (10) Richard, who married Elizabeth Leigh, daughter 
of John Leigh of Erisvelington; (11) Leonard. 

(12) Dr. John Briscoe (b. 1590), was married in England to 
Elizabeth DuBois of the Hugenot family of Count de Roussey 
Marquis DuBois, whose descendants had fled to England to escape 
religious persecution. This John Briscoe accepted the invitation 
of Cecilius Calvert, second Lord Baltimore, to come to Maryland 
in 1634 in the Ark and Dove expedition, and was the first of the 
line to come to America, settling in St. Mary’s County, Maryland. 

(13) Dr. John Briscoe; (14) Colonel Phillip Briscoe (b. 1648) , 
the fifth son, married Susannah Swann, daughter of Colonel 
Samuel Swann of Maryland. His will is dated 4/25/1724, and he 
was a justice of Charles County court from 1694 to 1701.

Office of Indian Affairs, would be held in order to determine 
the debts the deceased owed and to allow creditors to assert 
legitimate claims against the estate. In many instances land 
owned by the deceased would be sold, and the proceeds from the 
sale would be applied against those outstanding debts. A white 
settler would be appointed administrator of the estate, and at 
the foreclosure proceedings he would recognize the lowest bid 
of an associate. As a result the land could be acquired below 
its reasonable market value.*t 

Associated with Devereux in many land speculation deals 
was his partner Wildridge C. Thompson. On one occasion Dev- 
ereux was charged with paying $1,000 to the heirs of a dead 
Indian for a valuable piece of land and later selling it for $10,705. 
When an investigation was held, however, Devereux was cleared 
of any misconduct and his operations in the land deal were de- 
scribed as “perfectly fair and honorable.’”’? 

This particular case, known as the Pen hadjo Case, was in 
the courts for four or five years, and although Devereux was 
cleared of any wrongdoing in the matter there came up the 
question of legal title and other persons became involved. Dev- 
ereux and Thompson had a lawyer, Thomas Abbott of Washing- 
ton, D.C., working on the case which went to the Office of 
Indian Affairs of the War Department. Secretary of War Joel 
R. Poinsett was advised in April, 1840, that the case had been 
considered by the Creek Commissioners and that, ‘‘They recom- 
mend the confirmation of the Administration sale, on the spe- 
cial condition that Julien S. Devereux & Wildridge C. Thompson 
pay the sum of $5,000 in such a manner as the President may 
direct for the use and benefit of the heirs & legal representatives 
of Pen hadjo deceased.’’*? A second party in the case, G. D. 
Shortridge, appealed the ruling, however, and the outcome is 
not known for Julien Devereux left the next year for Texas. 

Most probably there were losses in the land speculating 
business and perhaps also in the operation of his plantation, for 
Julien S. Devereux was faced with heavy financial obligations 
in the late 1830’s and early 1840’s. For a time he was associ- 
ated in business matters with his cousin, Alfred M. Devereux, 
and his sister’s husband, Henry B. Holcombe, who had business

interests of major importance in Mobile. These relativ 
fered losses in many business ventures with Julien Deve: 

Between 1838 and 1841 Julien Devereux experience 
sidrable difficulty with creditors. During that period hi: 
piled up, totaling several thousand dollars, and he was 
ened with court actio: 7n several personal notes and bills 
change.** These transactions had an adverse affect on 
ratings and were always looked upon with dread.*® Dey 
financial worries were typical of those faced by individue 
ing the general Panic of 1837, which was most severely 
the West and South and lasted until 1843. Two main ca 
the panic—expansion of credit and land speculation—y 
large measure responsible for Devereux’s precarious fi 
condition. 

As early as April 5, 1838, when he was thirty-twc 
old, Julien S. Devereux had decided to move to the Rep 
Texas, when he signed at Houston his intention to be 
citizen.*® During the summer of 1840 he was trying to 
home and land in Alabama, and on July 25 Robert Dot 
agreed to buy.

said Adaline R. to leave the bed & board of her said Husband.” 
In the settlement of property Adaline was to receive twenty- 
three slaves and “all the firnature [sic] of said Julien S. lately 
packed up with a view of being carried to Pensacola in Florida.’ 
Julien was to pay a thousand dollars to Adaline for the “use and 
hire” of certain slaves during 1841 and the slaves were to be 
returned to Adaline on January 1, 1842. Descendants of the 
Bradley family have charged that during 1841 Julien Devereux 
“deserted his wife, took much of her money, many of her slaves 
and... [went] to Texas without ever having made contact with 
his wife or home and friends.” 

Perhaps the separation from his wife along with heavy debts 
caused Julien S. Devereux to look westward, and in October of 
1841 he headed for “Jasper County in Texas.”* His reasons 
for leaving home and moving to Texas to get a new start in life 
were similar to situations faced by men like Sam Houston, Anson 
Jones, Mirabeau B, Lamar and others who had also experienced 
marital problems and political and financial reverses. Devereux

quaintance once stated that “a more honorable man than he 
while here could not have been found.’*? Devereux may have 
debated at some length about staying in Alabama for he wrote: 
“Reconsidered the matter [of removal] declined making a craw- 
fish of myself and finally came to Texas.”** Father John Wil- 
liam Devereux was not far behind; he left “Valverdi Macon 
County Alabama on the 26th of April 1842 for the single Star 
Republic of Texas,”** and across the detailed description of his 
log cabin on the pages of his “Memorandum and Common Place 
Book” he wrote in huge letters what so many pioneers would 
say with “G.T.T.” on the door of a cabin:
